representing the object, the indicator being displayed within the slider , wherein a position of the 
i ndicator within the slider indicates a position of the^obi ect within the window, and ii) if the 
displayed object is larger than the window, so that onlYva portion of the object is displayed within 
the window. then the displayed appearance for the entire glider corresponds to the attribute of the 
i ndicator for the object .
